AS IMMEXSE WATER POWER. 


Of the Truckee's water power the 


Trucked Republican trnly remarks tb&t 
strangers coming from the east, yisiting 
the lakes and Truckee, and in looking 
around town, examining its advantages 
and noting its location, are more im- 
pressed with the water power of the 
Trnckee river than anything else. They 
eay that the timber surrounding us is 
valuable, 
but 
it 
is comparatively 


transient. It may last fifteen or twenty 
years, but the.Truckee river is perma- 
nent. They say that such a river in 
Massachusetts, or any of the Northern 
Atlantic States, would attract millions 
of capital, and it is only a question of a 
few years, as the country becomes mare 
settled up, when there will be mills and 
factories from Tahoe to Pyramid Lakes. 
The best rivers in the New England 
'States, such as the Merrimao and Con- 
necticut, are inferior to the Truckee. 
They carry on an average more water 
in their channels, but they have much 
less fall in an equal distance. Further, 
they are subject almost every season to 
great freshets, which endanger, and fre- 
quently destroy valuable property. Bnt 
no apprehension of freshets need evar 
.jjisturb the property holder on the 
"Truckee. With the largs dams of the 
' Ti«ekee Lumber Company to completely 


shut off the water at its source, the flood 
• can always be kept under perfect con- 
trol, uncl a regular water supply can al- 


• ways be maintained the year round. 
Piom Tahoe to Truckee the average fall 
is tt-oout forty feet per mile. The ve- 
locity of the water is such that an over- 
flow is always impossible. Every few 
hundred yards from Trnckee to Tahoe 
.natural facilities for an extensive water 
'power exist, and the same may be said 
to Reno—a stretch of thirty-five miles, 
or even to Pyramid 
lake. Another 


strong point in favor of the Trnokce 
river as a manufacturing power, is thut 
it never freezes. Practical 
business 


men from abroad, men of capital and 
experience say that the future of the 
Truckee basiu will depend mainly upon 
the Truckee river. 


THE STAB BOUTE FRAUDS.

Applicants for tbe Vacant Judicial 


Office In Nevada. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—Tho death of 


Judge Hillyer, of Nevada, notice of 
which was received at tbe Department 
of Justice yesterday from the Governor 
of that State, who also communicated 
the fact to the Senators and Represen- 
tatives, does away with the necessity cf 
the bill providing for a new Jadge for 
the Judicial District of Nevada. Those 
who wer« candidates for the new Judge- 
ship are now candidates to succeed 
Judge Hillyer. There are at least half 
a dozen in the field, though only three 
have any kind of a strong backing. 
General George M. Sabin, of Eureka, is 
being pushed by Senator Jones, while 
Senator Fair «rge» the appointment of 
Judge Rising, of Storey county, Nev.

The great suit of the State against the 


Standard Oil Company, which was tried 
at Harrisburg, Fa,, in February,' has 
been decided against the State. The 
State sued for $3,145,000 back taxes; it 
recover* only $33,277. 


The case derived importance from the 


fact that it involved a question in taxa- 
tion never' fully settled before— the 
right of a State to tax a corporation do- 
ing business within its limits upon the 
whole of its capital stock. Had this 
claim been established the State of 
Pennsylvania and every other State 
could have taxed tbe Western Union 
Telegraph Company upon its $80,000,- 
000 stocks, and all other corporations 
doing business in them in the same way. 


The trial went far enough into the 


secrets of the Standard Oil Company, 
an Ohio corporation, to show that it is 
one of the most prosperoue institutions 
of the day. It began with a capital 
stock of $1,000,000. This was in- 
creasd by profits, first to $2,500,000, 
then to $8,500,000. and at last to $25,- 
000,000. In addition to this enormous 
growth of i*s capital stock from its 
annual earnings, it declared iu the eight 
years ending with 1880, dividends to 
the amount of $10,425,000. Its divi- 
dends were frequently 100 per cent., 
and its total net earnings, it is said,' 
have been $42,000,000.

In order to effect a settlement with 


the lien holders the N. 4 O. B. B. pro- 
posed to issue certificates of indebted 
ness in fnll satisfaction of all liens, IS 
per cent, to be paid when 2i mileg.o 
rails were laid, 10 per cant, additional 
when the 30th mile was reached, 15 pe 
cent, more when the 35th mile was laid 
aad 10 per cent, additional upon thi 
completion of every 5th mil* thereafter, 
until the full face of the certificates hac 
been paid. These cwtificates were also 
to be good for freight, provided no 
more than 10 per cent, should be tarnec 
in each month, and for 500-mile tickets 
not transferable. 
The money for the 


further construction of the road is con- 
ditional—and with a desire to pay all 
claims, and yet retain sufficient to in- 
sure the road being properly operated, 
President Balch was anxious to classify 
the indebtedness of Moore and the 
Company, giving the lien holders the 
preferment, the claims for material the 
second, and reserving those of the 
share holders for the last, calculating 
that every claim could be paid by the 
time the 65th mile was laid. Some of 
the lien holders will not accept the 
terms offered, because they can not get 
some cash down.
